The usu- 
al team, however, was made up 
of DeWight Ward, Johnny Bass, 
Tommy Bass, Robert Rabara 
and Frank Kruse. This team 
averaged about 5 ft. 1032 Inches 
in height. 

Good support was given. by 
occasional first teamers; Bobby 
Stratton, Tommy Close, Martin 
Buss, and Charles Thompson 
along with Young Creech. 

DeWight Ward, the 5 feet 
10 jnches hustler, captained the 
teal and Jed in scoring with an 
avefage of 15 points per game, 

wing Ward in scoring 
was Johnny Bass who averaged 
14 points per game. Both were 
among the conference top ten 
scores. Tommy Bass was an ex- 
sellent all-round player, being 
the team's best defensive play- 
er, a good rebounder at 5 feet 
9 inches and a potent scorer, in 
the clutch. Although he missed 
about half the season due to a 
knee injury. 

The bulk of the rebounding 
was done by Rabara, who 6 feet 
could rebound with the best, 
along with his consistent scor- 
ing and Frank Kruse at 6 feet 
1 inch who probably improved 
more during this year than any 
other member of the team. 

Good performances were also 
gotten from Stratton and Close 
in both the scoring and re- 
bonuding departments and from 
Buss, Thompson, and Creech.

consequences; able to face real- 
ty and l'ke it. He ought to be 
2sychologically weaned from 
over-dependence on us; and we 
roped he'd be at east, yet re- 
‘pectful, with those of the other 
ex, and ever sensitive of oth- 
ars’ feelings. Our ideal child 
would have a goal in life and 
imbition enough to pursue it. 
He'd' have real character, inte- 
wity and a vital faith of his 
»wn. He'd understand consid- 
erable about love and sex, and 
would have a sense of loving 
“esponsibility for the home he 
vad now and for the one he'll 
tart, And with it, he'd have 
1umor enough to enjoy all those 
virtues. 

That much was easy—till Dr. 
Martz asked what we ought to 
ive our youngster to help him 
io develop. With head-scratch- 
ng and kelp from Dr. H., we al- 
owed that he'd need: 1. Trust- 
n us and the world, especially 
n the first months. 2, Autonomy 
—fmedom to produce and 
sreate on his own. 3, Identity— 
1 lad needs his dad as an ex- 
imple of a true man, as one to 
ell him the facts of life, and to 
ntroduce him to the world of 
nen, money, and machines. And 
1 lass needs dad as an example 
of a good man, as one to teach 
her to drive cars, and as a con- 
tidante who'll listen and not tell, 
advise and not prescribe. 

In the second session, next 
evening, our professor pointed 
out that the teener enters some 
drastic glandular, vocal and 
even mental changes. He may 
Triticize and argue with his par- 
ents, even when not hostile, just 
to get us to realize he's grow- 
ng up. He deeply respects his 
reer groups, or gang, and adopts 
“heir dress "slanguage." And he 
tets seriously interested in re- 
ligion, often for the first time. 
He once accepted all we said, 
but now .he starts to rebel, to 
repent, to doubt, to decidé, to 
think, to believe, on his own 
responsibility.

dition should usually start in 3 or 4 sec- 
onds.

All you need is a suitable wrench. Even 
a pair of pliers will do. : 

If you have repeated starting troubles, 
your battery may be weak. Your Shell 
dealer can recharge it—or install a new 
one if needed. 


Get maximum value from your 

choke. If you have an automatic 
choke, give the accelerator pedal a tap be- 
fore you start. This sets the choke in the 
correct position—the way it should be for 
easy starting. Nore: A small choke adjust- 
ment can often cure cold weather starting 
troubles. Your Shell dealer can do it for 
you. 

If you have a manual choke, remember 
to use it! When you pull the choke out, 
you increase the proportion of fuel in the 
air-fuel mixture. Could be all your en- 
gine needs for a start, especially on a cold 


, morning. After you've started and warmed 


up, be sure to push the choke all the way 
back in. ` 


Wipe moisture oft the distributor, 

ignition leads and spark plugs. Con- 
densed moisture—which can be a prob- 
lem in cars left out overnight—could 
keep you from getting started. It's easy to 
find the distributor. Just follow the igni- 
tion leads—the wires that come from the 
spark plugs. They lead right to the dis- 
tributor. Before you wipe the moisture 
away, make sure the ignition is turned off 
and nobody works the starter. 


Turn off the lights, radio, heater, 
heater fan. This way there are no 
extra demands on the battery. It can de- 
vote its full power to starting the engine. 
nore; Don't forget to turn lights on again 


when you start up. 


7 Never pump the accelerator if you 

suspect flooding. It only makes the 
flooding worse. Instead, try this: Wait 2 
or 3 minutes. Then press the accelerator 
to the floor once and hold it there while 
the starter cranks the engine. When the 
engine does start, gradually let the accel- 


erator return to idle position.
